S.R.O. 137.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to articlo 309 of the Constitution, the President here¬ 
by makes the followinf; rules regulating the method of recruit¬ 
ment to the TV>sl of Assistant Executive (Manpower Plan¬ 
ning) ill the Defence Research and Development Organisa¬ 
tion, Ministry of Defence^ nanicly :—■ 

1. Shoit title and commencement.'—(t) These rules may he 
called the Defence Ttcscarch and Development Organisation, 
Ministry of Defence, Assistant Executive (Manpower Plan¬ 
ning) post Rccniitmcnt Rules, 1994, 

(2) lliey shall come into force on the dale ot their pub¬ 
lication in Ihc Official Gazette. 

2. Number of Post. Classification and Scale of Pay.—^Thc 
number of the said po,st, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns (2) to 
(4) of the Schedule annexed to these lailcs. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification, etc — 
The method of rccruiiment, age limit, qualifications and other 
niattcrs i-clating to the said post shall be as i^pecificj in 
cohinnis (5) to (14) of the said Schedule, 


4. Disqualiticalion.—No person,— 

fii) Who bus eiiTercd into or contracted a marriage vv-ith 
a person huviiig a spouse living, or 

tb) Who, having a spouse living, has oiitored into or 
Lontracicd a numiape willi any person, 

tshall bo eligible for appoiiiiment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Ciovevnmcnt may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under iho personal low upplic- 
able to such jx^rsons otid the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing exempt any 
person from (he operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.'—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is rcccssai}’ or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the tfiiinn Public Service Commission relax 
any of the piovisions of these rules with jespect to any class 
or categoiy of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect rescrvattions, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
piovided for the Scheduled C asics, the Scheduled Tribes, Tx- 
Servicemen and oiher special categories of persons in accord¬ 
ance Vr^itli the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.
